111  the  year  1866,  wlien  the  (l()f)is  of  the 
Maryland  State  Normal  School  were  first 
opened,  a  facidty  of  foiu'  awaited  the  ina)in- 
ing  students.  In  1950.  when  the  doors  of  State 
Teachers  College  were  opened,  a  lacidt\  mmi- 
bering  fifty-nine  received  one  ol  the  laigest 
student  enrollments  in  Towson's  history. 

There  ha\e  been  four  distinct  stages  of 
growth  in  the  development  of  this,  the  largest 
teachers'  college  in  Marx  land:  first,  the  two- 
year  teacher  training  program;  secoml.  the 
three-)ear  course  of  study,  and  third,  the  full- 


fledged  college  program  of  four  years  initiated 
ill  19;-i5.  The  fourth  stage  was  the  addition  of 
the  [unior  College  and  the  extension  of  train- 
ing to  the  junior  high  and  kindergarten 
curricida. 

The  increased  college  program  has  necessi- 
tated many  additions  to  the  faculty.  It  has 
been  said  that  a  college  is  only  as  good  as  its 
lacultv.  If  Towson  were  to  be  judged  by  that 
criterion  alone,  it  would  rank  among  the  high- 
est of  teacher  education  institutions.  Academic 
(|ualifitations   are   necessarily   important,   but

There 
Ellen  is  qualified  to  teach  in  any  grade  in  the 
"V'olkschide" — the  liindamental  svhool  of  Ger- 
many whith  is  the  et|uivalent  of  the  first  to  the 
ninth  grades  here.  With  her  bright  blue  eyes, 
friendiv  smile,  charm,  and  vitality,  Ellen 
would  be  the  perlett  representati\e  to  any 
country  or  any  college,  and  we  are  indeed  for- 
tunate to  ha\e  had  her  here  at  Towson. 

From  her  Towson  life,  with  its  library,

The  ^Vol1lt■ll's  Athletic  Assotiaiion  is  the 
second  largest  organization  on  the  campus, 
with  the  entire  woman  student  body  as  mem- 
bers. Its  purpose  is  to  "work  cooperatively 
with  the  Student  Government  Association,  to 
promote  athletics  in  the  college,  to  create  a 
more  vigorous  school  spirit,  and  to  sponsor 
recreational  activities  for  women  students". 
The  business  ot  the  organization  is  transacted 
by  an  executive  board  composed  ol  officers 
and  managers. 

To  acconi])lis]i  its  purpose  the  \\'.\.\  spon- 
sors an  elective  program  designed  to  include 
all  fields  of  athletic  abilities  and  interests. 
Some  of  the  electives  offered  are  hockev,  ten- 
nis, badminton,  basketball,  modern  dance, 
arthery,  and  Ijowling.

Class  numerals  are  awarded  to  the  stu- 
dent earning  70  points,  a  school  letter  for  140 
points,  a  star  for  180  points,  and  the  high 
a^vard  fr)r  ;V2()  points.
